Continuation of 13. Other: Regarding the argument that the brushing device of Ennis is not capable of swiveling to a substantially 
horizontal orientation, it is the Examiner's position that the brush is capable of swiveling to a substantially horizontal orientation. The 
shock absorber does prevent the brush from swinging or tilting too freely, but that does not mean that it stops it from tilting to such a 
position, rather it just keeps the brush from loosely swinging during use. Also, using figure 4 and assuming that the length that the 
damper may extend is equal to the length of the cylinder, it is my opinion that it is very much capable of swiveling to a substantially 
horizontal orientation. 
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
